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deration of the dearne(s of provitions, the parith has iately given bim an 
addition of 6 guineas a week. He provides every neceffary wanted in 
the work-houfe, 294 regular penfioners are, at prefent, paid by the 
parifh, and coft about £ 121, 18s. for four weeks; about 10 or 12 Poor* 
receive cafual relief, Settlements are gained there, principally, by Service, 
‘There are only two farms in this parith, about £ 100. or £150. a year 
cach. The rent of Jund is from 50s. to Gos. an acre. The Jand-tax is 
faid to be under 1d, in the pound. The minifter of this parith is fupport- 
ed by voluntary contributions, which, itis faid, amount to about £1000, 
a year, Here is, at leaft, one congregation of every delcription of Dif. 
fenters. Several Friendly Societies are in this parith, but no information 
of their numbers could be obtained ; moft of them have had their or- 
ders confirmed. 

‘The price of butcher's meat is from 4d. to sd. the pound. 

Labourers’ wages are from 14d, to 18d, the day. 

Four fixpenny Rates, on the net rent, were colleled laft year: eacli 
Rate amounted to £718. 48. gd ; but £200. of it remained unen- 
pended ; the offiecr faid, that the expenditure would be more confiderable 
this year: the Rates for 2 or 3 years back, he fsid, had been nearly the 
fame. A confiderable part of the city of Bath (tands in this parifh; in 
which moft of the houfes have beech built within the laft 50 years, 
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LITCHFIELD 


Lircastenn contgas 3 parithes, viz. St. Mary's, St. Chad's, and 
St. Micheel’s: the firft has moft houfes and inhabitants, but no land; 
the other two have few houses, but a confiderable quantity of land. 

In 1781 the number of honfes in Litchfield was 72¢,and of ighabl.

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sante, about 3555: it is fuppofed, thot, fince that period, the population 
has confiderably increafed, 

In the whole city, 408 houfes pay the window-tax; the number ex- 
empted could not be afcertained, 

The prices of provifions are: beef and mutton, 5d. the Ib. ; veal, 44d. ; 
bacon, gid. and sod, the Ib ; milk, $ of a quart for rd.; butter, rid. 
the Ib ; potatoes, 48, the buthel; bread four, 5s, the ftone; coals, 6d. 
the ewt. 

The wages of labourers are from gs. to 128. a week, according to the 
feafon: women, for weeding, are paid 8d. a day ; for hay-making, rod. 
a day, and viduals. Thole who fpin lint, earn from 4d, to 6d. a day. 

‘There are 46 sle-houles in this city; and 5 Friendly Societies for men, 
and 2 fur women; fiom 100 to 200 members belong to each Society. 

Land, near the city, lets for £ 3. or £4. an acre: the average is about 
gos. an acre, Farms are generally {mall: the principal articles of culti- 
vation are, wheat, barley, oats, turnips, and clover. Tithes are, moftly, 
thken in kind, The total land tax, for the city, is £420. 195. 4d. The 
Poor are maintained at their own houles: alyont 23 penfioners, at pre~ 
fent, receive £ 2. 175. 6d. a week; fix"ot thefe are baftards : feveral houfe- 
rents are paid, and cafual reliefe are given to many of the neceffitous. 

The Rates in St. Mary’s, are about 3s. in the pound on the nominal 
rental: in St. Chad’s, and St. Michael's, half the rack rents are uffeffed. 
St. Mary’s and St. Chad"s have each a work-houfe. In St. Mary’s work- 
houle, there are, at prefent, 41 Panpers: they manufadture a lutle blanker~ 
ing, for the ufe of the houfe. The bill of fare, till very lately, included 
puddings, and bread and cheefe dinners,.about ¢ days a week : at prefent, 
‘on account of the fcarcity of bread and flour, the following diet is gene- 
rally ufed:

Ic is neceffary to obferve, that a great part of the other parithes brry at 
St. Michael’, and chriften at their own churches: it is owing to this cir- 
cuinftance, that the burials greatly exceed the births, 7 or 8 fmall ham- 
lets likewife b ry and chrift:n here. Inthe Poor's Rates, the compofitions 
for baftardy are included: the Poor’s Rates do not include the hamlets. 
The lownefs of the Rates is aferibed to the parith having a confiderable 


quantity of land. 


An attempt was made to examine the parith of St. 
Marys in this city, the alfeffments of which are all raifed on houfes; 
but the books were found ta be in fuch a confufed ftate, (fome years ac~ 
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counts being loft, and others not fettled,) that very little information eould 
be collected from them, The following ftatement, however, of the re- 
ccipts and ditburfements for a few years, is accurate:

Jn 1793, and (795, the net affidiments, £ 504. are faid to have been 
raifid at 4s. 8d. in the pound, but it fhould be remarked, that fome houfes 
are not sated at % of their rcal rent; fome at more; and tome even 
below } of their value: this is the cafe in almoft every populous paridh, 

In the parith of Clifton, which is fituated between Litchfield and Afhby 
de la Zouch, the Rates*have, for many years back, been about 8d. in the 
pound : they are now only 18. 3d, in the pound. ‘The late rile is aferibed 
to the dearnefs of provifions, and the confolidation of fmall farms, ‘This 
parith belongs to one proprietor. The farms are fiom £20. to £1000. 
a year. 

In 2 or 3 frmall parithes in this neighbourhood, which confitt of large 
farms, there are very few Poor: the farmers, in order to prevent the in- 
trodudtion of Poor from other parifhes, hire their fervants for 51 weels 
only. Locaceive, however, that this pralice would be conlidered, by a 
court of juftice, a8 fraudulent, and a mere evafion in the mafter; and that 
a fervant thus hired, if he remained the 52d week with his mafter, on a 
faeth contrac, would acquire a fettlement in the parith.

‘THE prices of provifions in Wolveihampton are beef, tutton, aid 
veal, from 43d, to 5d. the Ib.; bacon, 84d. ; butter, re4d, ; bead flow, 5. 
the ftone; milk, 2d the quart. 

The wages in the diffurcnt munufudures vaty fiom ys. to £2. a week: 
men, in full employment, carn, on an av.rog yfrcin 15s to £1. 55 a week, 
The manufagtures are the heatii furs of hard ware; fuch as axe, 
fhovels, &c. ; buckles, wateli-chains, toys, {fie@acle-cales, Sse. 

A few years ago, there were 134 public houles in this towns but the 
number is fuppoled to have decrestel. ‘The p pulition sy cflimited at 
aivar 29,000 fouls: | fhouli, however, think the num’ er was csapp erated, 

The Diffenters, here, coniift of Anabipufts, Calvinilts, Picfaytatine, 
Roman Catholics, and Methadifts: they are fuppoted, altogether, to” 
amount to one third of the inhabitants, 

‘The average rent of land in the neighbouthood of the town, is about 
£ 3-an acre; no information could be obtsined relative to the land-tax 
Tithes are chiefly taken in kind. Whgat is the principal grain cultivated 
in the parith: much land is in pafture. There arencither commons, nor 
wale-lands, in the parith. 

Friendly Societies are in great repute in Wolverhampton, ‘There are, 
in all, abour 34 Clubs, of which only one has taken the benef t of the late 
A&t of Parliament. {hey were apprehenfive that the provilions of the 
AG were intended as a prelude to taxation; and that the magiftrates 
would be authorized to controul the difpofal of their funds: they likewile 
thought, that applications to the quarter felfions would be expenfive ; and, 
being prepoffeffed with thefe various ideas, it is not aftonidhing that they 
were not thuch inclined to apply to the magiftrates. A few “Socicric., 
however, pielented their rules to the Juftices, for their fan&tion ; bur, 
upon their being informed thit they could not be confirmed unlefs they 
were made agreeable to the AG of Parliament, thefe fight difficnl 
ties deterred them from proceeding farther. They fay: “ We cannot fee 
that any advantage would accrue from having our rules confirmed: the

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expence would be fo mach money thrown away: we will adhere to our 
old rules, which, by fong experience, we have found to be very bene- 
ful” While thele impreffions remain, it is not aftonifhing that it fhould 
be difficult to obtain any information relative to the circumftances of the 
Societies : the only refult of vayious enquiries has been to learn that 12 of 
the male clubs contain 637 members; and 6 of the female clubs, 351 
members, ‘The following are the principal rules of a Society, confilling 
ot 71 tradefmen, who meet once 4 fortnight. They are fimilar to thole 
of feverat other Societies in Wolverhampton.

There are 8 or 10 beds in cach room: they are chiefly of flocks, and 
confeyucntly retentive of ill feents, and very produétive of vermin. 
The pallages ste in gieat want of white-wathing. No regular account 
is hepe of births and binials ; bur 1 am informed that whenever the [mall- 
TPs, meall,, er malijnant fevers make their appearance in the houfe, 


the moituity is very gueat. 
OF 131 peilons, (the number of Poor at prefent in the fate) abgurs 
60 are children, and the rcft foldicis® wives with familiés, aypctioe 
cither infin, old, or infine, ‘Thote, who areahle ta work/ are em- 
ployed in making hop-facks in 4 work-fhop, which is '7Ovided by the 
parith, under a manufuturer, who pays 18, 2d. a head, for every pauper 
above 8 years old, that can work; for which he is entitled to their carn- 
ings, which generally amount to about £0. a year.

BULCAMP. 


THE Poor of 46 incorporated parithes in the hundred of Blything, are 
maintained in a houfe of induftry, which is fituated on an eminence in the 
parith of Bulceamp. The expence of eteétion was £12,000.; the houfe 
was opened, for the reception of the Poor, in O@ober 1766, The whole 
annual fum, to be paid by the parithes, (which was fixed at the average of

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7 years expenditure, previous to their incorporation,) was / 3084. 12s, 8d. ; 
in 1780, half the debt was paid off, and the rates reduced one cighth, or 
to £2699. 18 1d.: in June 1791, the whole debt was difcharged. ‘The 
Rates have been continued at the reduced! fum of £2699, 15. 1d. In 1793, 
the corporation found it neceffary to apply to Pa:liament for farther powers, 
relative to the binding out poor children apprentices, which coft £350. 15s. 

‘The work done in this houfe is chiefly {pinning for the Norwich manu- 
fa€lure : cleaths and bedding, &c, for the houle, are alfo made at home.

‘The number at prefent in the houle is 40 men, Goren, uuu 455 
children; total, 355. 

The houle is very roomy and convenient, The beds are chiefly of 
feathers: the dormitories and other rooms are kept very clean, Moe 
worktis done now than formerly ; but, owing to the lownels of wages, 
the receipts have decreafed, 

‘The number of deaths is very great; and, I prefume, rather arifes fiom 
the number of old perfons admitted into the houle, than from any inat~ 
tention towards the fick. In houfes of this defcription, much more de- 
pends on the conduét pf the governor, than the weekly committees, or 
the ableft code of regulations the corporation can devife. A governot 
and matron, who know how to blend firmnefs with humanity, are inva- 
Iuable (crvants, and cannot be too liberally rewarded. 

The affefiments, in the incorporated parifhes, vary from rod. to 38. in 
the pound. 

The following are the moft material of the regulations drawn up in 
1767, for the government of the Poor in the houfe: 

1,That the governor do admit no poor perfon into this houfe, unlels 
fuch perfon thall produce a certificate in writing, under the hands of 
the churchwardens and overleers of fome parifh within the hundred 
where fuch perfon claimeth a fettlement, certifying that fach perfon 
hath a legal fettlement within that parith, and that they are not able 
to maintain and fupport themfelves; and if the officers of any pariih 
ate doubtful concerning the legal fettlement of fuch poor perfon, they 
are 10 certify their doubts to the next weekly committee, and, if 
3 thought 
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thought neceffury. by them, the faid churchwardens and overfeers are 
immediately to carry fuch poor perfon before one of his Majefty's 
Juflices of the Peace, aéting within the faid hundred, to be examined, 
‘and puffed to the place of fettlement, if it be found to be elfewhere. 

2, That the governor (hall in no cefe place any perfons in the wards till 
they be carefully examined, wathed, and cleaned, und new cloathed,

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The average rent of land is about 16a an acre. Farm hete tet from 
£59. to £209. a year: the chief articles of cultivation are tornips, barley, 
wheat, clover, pea’e, and beans, Tithes are generally taken by a compo- 
fition of 4s 6d. am acre. dn this hundred, there are feveral fmall tracte of 
walle or common lands; but they bear a {mall proportion to the land in 
cultivation.

Ar Oulton houfe of indaftry, near Leoftoff, there are 150 Paupers, It 
has been built about 25 years: the original debt was £6000. Owing to 
the bad manigement of the firt governors, the receipts much exceeded the 
difburlements; and, in 1781, the quota fixed on the incorporated parifhes 
was advanced ten per cent. However, £2090. of the debt have been paid 
off the rates, at prefont, are about 16d. in the pound on the rack rental.

MELTON. 


THE hundreds of Loes and Wilford were incorporated in 1765 : their 
houfe of induftry, which ftands im the parith of Melton, was finifhed and 
inhabited in 1768. Their original debt was f9200. none of which has 
ever been difeharged ; it has fince been increafed to near £11,000. 

‘The quotas paid by the incorporated parithes amounted, in 1765, to 
£2069. 108. 3d, a year; at which fum they continued till 1791, when, 
in confequence of an application tq Parliament, they weve raifed to 
£2759 Gs. ihe og ws faid, thag the corporation, notwithftanding their 
increafed income, their expences fo heavy, that they muft again 
faye recourfe to the afiftance of the Legyflature. 

"The books of former governors have been kept in f0 carelefe and eon- 
fufed a manner, that the average number in the houfo, cach year, aad the 
whole sumber admitted cach year, could not be afcertained. The prefent 
governor, however, has been able ta make out the average seamber of 
Poor ‘in the howle; for 2 few years,

‘The earnings in this houfe are chiefly by children ; yet although more 
work is done now than formerly, the amount of earnings are lef ; as fome 
work that produced rod. previous to the wat, js now paidonly 6d. The 
pprefent governor procures as much work from the neighbouring farmers 
ashe can, becanfe by that means his earnings are increafed. He fays, no 
-iforders prevail much in the houfe, that are not common in the neighbour- 
hood ; and that the great mumber of deaths is occafioned by old people 
being brought thither in their laft ficknef: feveral of the peupery ate

they are placed at a proper diflance from each other: fome apartments, 
however, contain 16 or 18 beds : half the number would be better. The 
married people have feparate rooms, ‘The boys and girls are divided into 
clafles of about 20 or 30; and are employed, under the fuperintendance 
of a {chool-mafter or miftrefs, in feparate work-rooms, The houle is 
pleafantly firuated on a dry foil, 


‘The governor, (who is alfo committee clerk,) and his wife have 50 a year.

‘The prefent very high price of provifions, and the lownef of wages 
given in the woollen manufacture, fufficiently account for the late rife of 
the Rates; but the reafons generally affigned for this houfe never having 
paid off any of it's original debts, are the bad management of former go- 
vernors, and the inattention of former committees.”

APPRENTICES, 


In apportioning Apprentices, the following Table and Rules are agreed upon, 
pile yt ito tht Rotks of Lav, and the Priaciples of Wout. 
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@ That every perfon occupying under £50. and above fen, or any fam 
between £50. and £100. thall have offe each, beginning with the higheft. 
‘That every tradefman (if judged capable) fhall take one each, a male 
or female being appointed, as beft,fuited to the trade. 
‘That in all cafes where more than one child is to be apprenticed to any 
parith, the eldeft child fholl be firft appointed, and fo on to the youngelt. 
‘That care be taken (if poflible) that two girls be not apprenticed to the 
{ame perfon, immediately following each other. 
That no child fhall be apprenticed, who has not had the finali-pox. 


The extent of the hundreds of Loes and Wilford is about 14 miles by 
54: the inhabitants are agriculturifts, and are chiefly of rhe eftablithed 
church. The prices of provifions are: beef, from 5d. to 6. the Ib ; 
mutton, 6d, ; veal, sd.; lamb, 54d. and 6d.; pickled pork, 8d. to od. 
the Ib.; butter, 10d. to 18, for 20 oz.; milk, 14 pint for 1d. ; wheat, 
£4, the quarter ; barley, from 36s, to 405. ditto. Common labourcrs are 
paid from rs. 2d. to 18. 6d, the day, with beer; women weeding corn, 
hoeing, &c. 8d. to 18, a day ; women and children who are employed in 
fetting wheat, {pinning wool, &c. eam from 3d, to 6d. a day. The 
average rent of land in this diflrit is eimated at 16s. an acre. Farms 
are fiom £50. to £290. ayear. “All the common forts of grain are cul- 
tivated, ‘Lithes are principally taken by compofition, which varics from 
48, to 6s, an acre. The farmer generally makes an agreement with the 
minifter for 3, 7, or 14 years, and fometimes for the life of the clergy- 
man, ‘There is not much wafte land in thefe diftricts. 


At Tatingftone, 6 miles from Ipfwick, there is 2 Houle of Indultry, 
which was incorporated in 176$: one fourth of their orlginal debt has 
been paid off; but the cosporatipn is now under the .neceflity of ap- 
plying to Parliament for authority to imoneafe the Reta. The 25 parithes 
incorporated, are almoft unanimous in withing to bave the corporation 
diffelved ; as they think they can majatein thelr Poor at lef expens,.and. 
with gore comfort, at home ; but chis meafure is freauonlly oppoled by 
a neighbourihg gentleman, :

THE extent of the pasith of Epfom is a fquare of about 24 miles, contain- 
ing 4000 acres, or thereabouts. Of thefe, the downs, common, and wafte~ 
lands, are eftimated at goo acres: ssa acres lie in undivided common- 
fields; the relt is inclofed. It does not appear that, within the lalt 45 
years, more than 11 acres of commonefield lands have been enclofed ; 
and not more than ren br a dozen acres of wafte have, within that period; 
been taken in, and reclaimed. The courfe of agriculture purfued in the 
parith is much the fame as that which prevails in moft places within 20 
miles of London; a finall portion of the land is cultivated with artificial 
grafles, There is little or no natural meadow, though a confiderable quan- 
tity of hay is made in the parifh. There are 6 farmers, who occupy from 
200 to 400 acres each; and their rent, in general, is fuppofed to be about 
£4. an acre, The land, not occupied by farmer®, is, in general, in the 
the hands of gentlemen, and tradefmen; and ufually lets from 4 guiness 
aq acre, to about half that fum. The Jand-tax is faid to be affefled on the 
net rental, at 28. 1d. in the pound: however, this is not invariably the 
cafe, It amounts to £699. 58. sd. from which the rental of the parith 
may be eftimated at £ 7115. 

Of the popelition of this parifh, and the employment and general 
circum(tances of it’s inhabitants, a fair, full, and accurate view is given 
in the fudjoined table, formed from aftual enumeration; from which it 
appears, that, although there are no cenfiderable manufattories, there are 
ariifans of almoft every deletiption, ss the town is a fort of meet, or place 
of general refort, for many of the circumjacent villages. The wages of 
journeymet' tradefinen, and fervants, are nearly the fame as in London, 
Labourers i in hufbandry receive from gs. to 108. Gd. a week, and fome- 
what more during tarvelt, Within the lait two.or three years, it has be~ 

come 
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come much more common, than it formerly was, to agree with fuch per 
fons by the great; a mode of fervice, that is, almoft always, in favour 
of the labourer; and, when duly performed, not unfavourable to the 
employer. 

There are 238 houles, that pay the window-tax; and not more than 
100, that are exempted, 

‘The price of provifions is much the fame asin London. 

With the exception of furze from the common, gathered with more 
lofs of time than it appears to be worth, and a very little wood, the fuel 
ufed here is coal, brought by Jand-carriage from Kingfton, which, at Cp- 
fom, cofts about 7s. 2 chaldron more than it does in the metropolis. 

‘The Poor of this parifh have been farmed out, for more than 0 years; 
and, although this fyftem has often been, and ftill is, obye@ed to by many, 
and not always without reafon, none lefs objeQionable in all it’s parts can 
yet be hit upon. The firft effe& of this fclreme was to reduce the Poor's 
Rates nearly one half; and it {till keeps them down to about half-a-crown 
in the pound. By the returns made to Parliament in the year 1786, it 
appears, that, in 1776, the money expended on the Poor, amounted to 
£ 440.5 that the Rates affeffed in the year 1783, were £758. 59. 6d. ; in 
1784, £824. 45.5 and in 1785, £717. 188 6d. The prefent annual 
allowance to the contraGtor, who farms the Poor, is £550. 

A Jift of the Poor in the work-houle is hereunto annexed: it was taken 
‘with more minutenefs, than, perbaps, may be deemed neceflary by thofe 
whodo not confider, that it is thus only, an accurate knowledge canbe 
obtained, of the kind of perfons who moft commonly become burthen- 
fome, as well as of the mof common caufes that lead to poverty.

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‘This lift comprizes only 50 perfons> the average number, however, in 
the work-houfe, is 60. It bas never exceeded 75, nor been lefé than 45 ; 


and the number is, as might be expected, always greatelt in winter. They 
are, chiefly, employed in {pinning ; and fpin both coarfe woollen, and linen 
yarn ; but the profits of their labour are not fuppofed to be confiderable,

Each perfon is allowed a pint of {mall beer, both at dinner and fupper. 
‘Their provifions are not only plentiful, but, in general, wholfome and 
good. In cafes of ficknels, they are regularly and carefully attended by 
a medical man: and the children are tolerably well inftrudted in reading, 
and in their catechifm, by one or more of the elder Paupers. 

‘There are, in this parith, 3 Friendly Societies, The firft, eftablithed in 
1765, confifts of 127 members; and they now have in the 3 per cent 
confols, £1250. befides £ 100. on mortgage. The fecond, inftituted in 
1778, confifts of 118 members; and has £ s00. in the 3 per. cent. 
confols, The third, founded about 2 years ago, confifis, as yet, of not 
more than 30 members. All the three are remarkably regular,’ and de- 
corous, as Societies. There is no evidence that any member, of any of 
them, or any of their families, have ever, during the whole period fince 
their inftitution, either afked, or obtained parochial aid, ‘The Grft, of thefe 
Societies counts, ameng its members, feveral fhop-keepers, and refpoctable 
tradefmen ; thetwo others are, principally, compofed of journeymen and 
labourers. 

In the firft of the above-mentioned Societies, the age of admiffion is 
‘detwteen 16 amd 35 years. It appears from the following lift of the mem- 
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bers, and of their ages at their entrance into the Bovisty, that, at it’s 
commencement, this rule did not exift.

‘This Society is managed by thret fewaras, who are taken in fucceffion, 
fein the roll of members, on the yearly feaft, held on Whit-Monday: 
member living out of town, are excufed from ferving the office, on pay- 
ing 5% each 3, and thole who.caanpt site, pay  Gmilar fum, inftead of 
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Part.of the,bufineis of the Rewards is to vilit the fick members, 

if within 4 miles of Bpfom, and to earry them their allowance, withia 
three days’ after notice, on paimef forfeiting 2s. 6d, 

The fine on admiffion is 108. 6d. ; the payment on the monthly club- 
night 18 3d and 3d. for liquor; ablenteey pay their 3d., which is not 
expended ia liquor, on the monthly night, but applied towards the yearly 
and half-yearly feafts. The former is held in November, and conififts ot 
a fupper; towards which each member is bpund to contribute 1s. 3d. 
The yearly fealt is a dinner, the dreffing of which, and other caftomary 
expencer, are paid out of the ftock: towards at all forfeits under 5s are 
applied ; and each member iikewife contributes 25. * 

‘The follawing rules refpect the management of money vetted in public 
fecurities, the allowances to fick members, payments on funerals, and 
extra allowances, 


18, That whatfoever principal money thall be put out to antereft by this 
Society, in the Bank of England, or any other public fund, the mem= 
bers, who thall be chofen in truft, in whofe names the fame fhall be 
enttred in the behalf of the Society, thal! have no power, of them- 
felves, either to receive or remove fuch principal money {0 put out, 
or any part thereof, without leave firft had and obtained of the majo- 
rity of members fo to do, And that the faid tguftee, or truftees, thall, 
when wired, transfer and deliver up his or their trult, to whom 
the majority think proper to appoint; and on refulal, after four days 
notice, given in writing, and figned by the flewards, fhall be ex- 
cluded ; and fued as the law dire@s. And if all, or either of then, 
fhould fo mudemean him or themfelves, he, ot they, fo offending, 
fhall make fatisfaétion to the Society, ahd be excluded, and fued ac- 
cordiag to law. 

19, Whatever intereft fhall become due for the ufé of any fuch principal 
money fo put out as aforefaid, itis hereby agreed, that mo one, or 
more, of the perfons in trutt, thall have any power, of themfelves, to 
take up’ or receive any fuch fum or fums of money due, without a 
written order from the ftewards; and then, the appointed man, or 
men, being one or more of the truft, on or after receiving any fuch

B, Sath expences 
to be allowed for the journey as the members think reafonable, 

20, That the Society's cath be not exhaufted, it is confented to, and 
agreed, that if any member of this Society thall be fo litigious as to 
commence any action, either in law or equity, againft any fteward, or 
ftewards, of the Society, for the time being, for the recovery of any 
fum or fums of money, he thall at any time before have paid into the 
fame, then every member fhall contribute thare and (hare alike towards 
defraying the expences that thall arife from any fuch like law-fuits, if 
required. 

21,That no money of the joint Mock hall be lent to any member of this 
Society, upon any account, nor to any other perfon whatfoever, 
without confent of the majority firft had and obtained at a feaft. 

23, That if any member of this Society thall, at any time, fall fick, lame, 
or blind, (unle( in fuch particular cafes as by thefe articles excepted,) 
after he hath been a member for the {pace of three full years, and af- 
ter notice given to the ftewards of fuch his ficknefs, lamenefs, or blind- 
nels, he fhall receive 10s. 6d. per week, out of the joint ftock of this 
Society, towards his relief. But if, upon bis examination, any mem- 
ber’s ficknefs, lamenefs, or blindnefs, fhall appear to be of continua- 
tion, or for life, and fhall bedo deemed By the majority, then, in fach 
cafes, to receive fo more than ss. 3d per week. And all fuch mem- 
bers, that become fuperannuated, having attained to théage of fixty- 
five years, fhall then be excluded, with an allewance from the Society 
of 5s. 3d. per week, fick or well, during his natural life Notice of 
ficknefé to be given to the ftewards, and figned by the mini(ter, church- 
wardens, and oveifeers of the parifh where the fick member then re~ 
fides, and to mention his diforder, likewife to fend a written order by 
whom the money is to be conveyed, at his expence.

And any member, who being free, but whofe ficknefs, lamenels, or 
blindnefe, was proved of continuation, and accordingly reduced to 
his proper allowance of 58. 3d. per week, fball have na more allowed 
him than 50s, for his burial! bot every fiee member of this Society, 
who bas not been excluded by any, or either of thefe claules, thall be 
allowed ont of the joint flock, the fum of £10. for his burial, viz. 
L 4. to be paid at his interment, anf! £6. in two months after, to 
his widow ; if no widow, then to his next heir, or any perfon whom 
he thall appoint. It is likewife agreed, chat every member thall fub- 
feribe 18, for the funeral of every unfree member, to be paid out of 
the box, the next monthly night, to his wife, or heirs: and thar 
every member thall fubferibe 1s. each, for the funeral of every free 
member's wife; but if required, they muft fend a certificate of their 
marriage, and likewife of her inteyment, then the money to be paid 
out of the box, the next monthly night ; and every member fhall fub- 
foribe 1p. each for the funeral of every fuperannuated and blind, or con- 
tinuated fick members, to be paid out of the box, the next monthly 
night ; and every member thall fub(cribe 18. each, to the joint flock, 
for the death of every free member. The money for all the funerals 
to be paid at the yearly feafls, by the members. Any deceafed mem- 
ber leaving uo widow, nor legal appointed heir, the ftewards thall or- 
der his funeral in a decent manner, and pay the expences out of the 
toney that is allowed for the funeral ; and the remainder, if any, to 
goto the joint ftock, And the ftewatds hall have power to fee all other 
deceafed members buried ia a decent manner, or no allowance fhall be 
made, 


Every member is bound to atiend the funeral of a fellow-member, 


under thepenalty of 15, ‘The.minifter of the parith is allowed ros. 6d,

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for the funeral fermon, The rule adds, (after the nowh ootintry fafkion 
of drinkings at funerals.) “ And the members that refide in the parith of 
Tpfom, Mhall meet at the moft convenient public-houfe, at all funerals, 
and fpend 2d. cach. 

If the ftock of the Society fhould be reduced to £ 100. each member 
is to contribute Gd. a month extra, until the Mock exceeds £150. 

, The accounts are managed by a clerk: the money in the ftocks is veft- 
ed inthe name of three Truftees, members of the Society. 

‘The aules of the Society, eftablithed in 1778, are exaQly the fame a6 
the above, except that the allowances to fick members are gs, and 
4% 64, inftead of ros, 6d., and 58. 3d.,’as mentioned in the 23d article: 
the extra allowances for fradtures, are from §s. to 2 guineas, 

‘The circumftances moft to be regretted in the ftate of the Jabouring 
claffes of the people in this pari and neighbourhood, feem to be, in the 
firft place, a want of copftant and fuitable employment for women and 
children, Therg is hardly a poor woman in the parith, who, to eke out 
a feanty livelihood, docs, or indeed can, either knit, or fpin, Their ma- 
nagement allo, as to the two effential articles, food and apparel, by no 
means deferves commendation. At no time do any of them, as is the 
cafe with perfons in their Ipheke of life in many other parts of the king- 
dom, live entirely on Brown bread. They have no cheap fith, and, till 
but very lately, made yery dittle ufe.of potatoes. The article of thoes, alone, 
muft make a slifference of more than 208, a year, between the expences 
of a labourer’s family at Epfom, and in Cumberland, Yorktbire, or Scot=

He is the fon of a labourer, who gave him an education fufficient 
to enable him to read and write: he martied young, with no piofpect of 
being able to rear a family, otherwife than by his daily labour ; but having 
had the good fortune to get employment under a gardener, he became 
qualified to fet up for himfelf. Ax this time, he manages three gentlemen's 
gardens by the year; undertaking to find feeds, and do all the work ne- 
ceffury to be done in them, for £56."a year. The feeds, and the extra 
labour, which, exceeding his. own ftrength, he is obliged to hire, (he cal~ 
culates,) cofthim £16, a year: he has lately been appointed fextom; and, 
every now aad then, gets a fee, as a bearer at funerals; and has, occa- 
fionally, a few extra-jobe in nailing and proning of trees; by all of which 
together, he hopes to earn £10, a year more: fo-that he flatters himfelf, 
his income now is, and will continue to be, from £45. to £50. a year: 

He is 35. years of 
age: his wife is nearly of the fame age, and, though a fickly woman, 
prolific. They have now eight children, and! are in daily expeQation of! 

He isa 
remarkably fober, hard>working, and inofienare man; and 4 member of 
a Friendly Society. , 
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His expenditure, as nearly as he and his wife (with the affitance of one

T have no reafon to think, that this account is either exaggerated, or, 
in any refpeét, mif-ftated: and yet there is an evident furplufage of a 
very large fum beyond what he acknowledges he earns; ftill, he fays, that 
even in this dear year, he has not yet contra&ed much debt. I am not 
able to account for the cafe, nor to point out any fallacy or deception: 
in it; unlefs it be, that he receives more for his own extra-jobs, and 
pays back lefs to others, in the way of hire, than he can account for. I 
have attempted to make out a fimilar account of feveral other labourers 
in this parith; but, finding the refult always to be, that they appeared 
to (pend more than they cither got Sr had, 1 fufpedted their ftarements 
were inaccurate. Of this man I can only fay again, that I believe hey 
means to tll the truth; and that, if he deceives others, he is firft deceived 
bimfelf.

Labouriss, for ordinary work, receive os, a week, and beer, all the year 
round; about gs. a day, in harvelt; tos. an acre, for reaping; and 
about 3s. 6d, an acre, for mowing; women, for weeding, &c. are paid 
1s. a day, 

The a of land js from 158. to £3. an acre: the average is about 
£t. 58. A compofition is paid for sithes; it varies from 38. Bd. to ss. 8d, 
an acre. the farmers are apprehenfive that, next year, the compofition 
will be raifed, orthe tithe taken in kind. ' The Jand-tax is about 18. 3d. 
in the pound on the net rental: it produces £208. 148. 64d. The chief 
articles of cultivation are, turnips, clover, barley, beans, and wheat. There 
are between 400 and 500 acres of common. 

There are 8 ale-houfes in the parith, and one Friendly Society, con- 
fifting of 61 members: their orders are now before the Juttices for con- 
firmation. The payment to fick membets is Be. a week ; 8. a week are 
pprid to members, when fuperannuated, or incapacitated from working: 
£8. are paid, on the death ef a member, to his family ; and 18. from each 
member, to a member who lofes his wife. There are no honorary members, 
This Society, Pheenix-like, rofe from the athey of a club of 150 mem= 
‘bers, which was diffolved about 13 years ago, in confequence of having loft 
£500. by the failure of {dine tradefmen, to whom they had entrafted past 
of their Rock. Upon this lof, the members agreed to divide the remain- 
der of their ftodk, and to break up the club. However, fix of the old mem- 
bers immediately formed the prefent club: its ftock now confifts of near 
£300. The geacral notion entertained bere of the AG for the encourage- 
iment of Friendly Societies, was, chat Government intended laying a tax 
onthem. This idea has, for a long time, deterred the Society from ap- 
plying to the Magiftrates, 

‘The Poor are farmed in a haute, which is provided and furnithed by the 
{porifh : the contrattar receives £270.; for which he agrees to maintsin 
all Pobr, except a certain number of ald perfons, of sefpe@able condition, 
who have, through mete ixisfortume, been reduced to poverty, and are 
fapported by the parith officers. The parith Hkewife voluntarily joins

THIS parifh is cfimated to contrin about 15 {quare miles, or 9400 
acres, and 3000 inhabitants; who me cither engaged in agriculture, or 
trade. ‘They all profets the religion of the Church of England, with the 
exception of a {mall Mcthodit congrcgation. 

OF 590 houlis in thi. pay. about 340 pay the window-tax, and 250 
are exempted. 

‘The prices of provificns arc beef, s4d. the pound; mutton, 6d.; 
veal, 5d. do; potatoes, i. Gd. the buthel ; butter, 1s, a lb.; milk, rd, a 
pint; bread, 114d. the quartern loaf. 

At prefent, laboureis are paid 1s, 6d, but in harveft, and hop-picking 
feafon, they receive 25. a day: work is moflly done by the piece; and 
it is fuppoled, that the average weekly earnings, throughout the year, 
are about ros. 6d. 

There are 27 inns and ale-houfes in Farnham; and three Friendly 
Societies, containing altogether about 270 members: in two of the clubs 
the monthly payments arc, 14d. to the box, and 2d. for liquor; and the 
fick allowance 75. a week: each member of the other Socicty pays 16d.

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The Poor are farmed in a work-houfe, that was buile in the year r79r, 
ona good plan, and ftands in an excellent fituation, about half a mile 
fiom the town, the expence of ereéting this boule, purchaling furniture, 
inachines, cards, looms, &c. for carrying on a woollen manufs@ure of 
blankets, fwanfkins, Sec. was near £4000. The contrador is allowed the 
ule of the houfe and furniture, and the earnings of the Poor; and re- 
ccives £1000, a year; for which he is bound to maintain the Poor of 
every defeription ; but not to bear the expence of removals, appeals, or 
other law contefts. There are, at prefent, 124 Paupers, (of whom so are 
old and infirm,) in the houle; and there is generally about the fame num- 
lerain winter, A few out of the houfe receive a fmall weekly allowance, 
b it the out-payments are very trifling ; as it is more for the intereft of the 
contragtor, to offer the Poor, who apply for relief, no alternative, but ta 
go ihto the houfe. The infirm, who can do any thing, are generally em- 
ployed in picking wool ; children attend the carding machine, Ipin, 8c. ; 
and are taught to read, taice a day. The boys and girls, and men and 
women, fleep in different quarters of the houle. The contractor fays, he 
Keeps no account of expences or earnings.

back; on which account, the patith is aow undergoing a new furvey and 
valuation, The fum paid out of the Rates towards the county fuck is very 
uduating ; laft year it amounted to £ 150.: the veltry-clerk’s falary is 
20 guipeas a year: little money is expended in removals, Jaw-fuits, Sccy 

About 
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Abort £800 have been paid out of the Rates, Within the laft 4 years, to~ 
wards dehaying the expences of building the work-houfe; the amount of 
money pad to militia men’s families could not be obtained ; and, indeed, 
itaya general tome of complaint, that no fatisfaQory account can be obtain- 
cdl -clitive to the vorious puriculars of expenditure. 

From. wit of regulter, 1 appears, that, from the 14th of June 1791, to 
the pcunt time, 27 perfons baye died in the work-honfe ; no entry has been 
mi 'cortue births, ‘The parith-clerk fays, that, fince the new vork-houle 
} sheen but, the mottahty, or deaths, amongft the Poor, has much decival~ 
ed, which cue? mftance he sttrbures to the eacellence of the fituation: the 
old work-houle ftood in the town, and, it is faid, was a moft wretched one, 

About £100. were tubjcribed lait winter and fpring, to which £ 200, 
were added fiom the Rates ; aud with the joint amount brcad was bought, 
and fold to the Poor at redu ed prices. The tradefmen complain, that the 
farmers would not raife the waves of lcbour; but got the labourers fup~ 
ported by the ,aiith, while they, (the fumers,) were reaping great ad~ 
vantages fiom the yery caule of the Lubourcrs becoming neceffitous, 

Itis obfervuble, that, in thofe years, in which the Poor were not farmed, 
the Rates were hi,heit; and that they have fallen, on the Poor boing 
farmed , the reafon 1 obiious; 4 contractor's object is gain: he therc- 
fore allows little to the Poor out of the houfe, and keeps thot in it clofely 
to woth; by which means, the idle, the lazy, and, \it may be added,) 
the modett Poor, and old pe ple, (who decline making ay plications, that 
would oblige them to quit ther old habsations and neighbours, for, por 
haps, more elegant apartments, and profligate affociates, in a work houfe,) 
often go unielieved,

‘The prices of provilions are: mutton, 7d. the Ib.3 veal, 73d, do; 
beef, 7d. ; bacon, rod.; pickled pork, gid.; pork, 74d ; potatoes, 28. 6de 
the buthel ; cheele, 7d. ; falt butter, rod. and freth butter, 14, a pound, 

Labourers are paid from 1s, 8d. to 2s, a day: thei ufual dict is 
wheaten-Lread. 

‘There are 2 inns and 12 ale-houfes; but no Friendly Societies in the 
prith. Farms, in general, are fmall: the ufual tenure is a leale for yours: 
wheat, barley, oats, and peafe, are the principal articles of cultivation. Tie 
reQorial and vicarial tithes are taken by compofition : the former aie in 
Jay hands, and amount to about £ 500. a year; the latter to about £200, 
ayear. 

There are about 600 acres of common. The parith is dividid imo 
two parts, called Reigate-Borough, and Rcigate-Forcign ; they have ouly 
one church, but are feparately ailefled to all Rates. The Poor of the live 
united parithes of Reigate, Buckland, Nutficld, Headley, aad Morley, arc 
maintained in a houfe of induftry, under Mr. Gilbert's Aa, by a contrac- 
tor, wha receives 930. a year, and ix likewile entitled to the profits of 
their labour, £1000, were expended in the erctlon*ef the houle, (which 
is jut tinithed,) and in the purchafe of 10 acres of garden, It is intended 
to eftablith a blanket manufactory in the houfe. 


The follawing are the Rules which were lately drawn up for the go 
vernment of the Poor in the houfe: 


1, That the feveral perfons who thall be fent to the faid poor boule, who 
are capable of doing any work, fhall be employed by the governor in 
fome labour which may be beft fuited to their frength and capacity ; 
and that the children, who Shall, from time to time, be in the faid 
poor-houle, thall be taughr therein, to read, and repeat the catechifm, 
as fet forth in the common-prayer-book, 

2, Thatthe governor thall take particular care to keep the faid houfe, and 
the feveral apartments therein, and alfo the feveral perfons who fhall 
inhabit the fame, cleun and wholfome; and, fur that purpofe, he fall

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employ fuch of the faid peor perfons, who fhall be fent thither, whom 
he fhall think moft able, and beft qualified for the offices, to affift 
therein, wud allo in providing and dreffing viduals for the ufe of 
{veh poor pertons ; and ifany luch poor perfon fhall refufe or neglect 
sv yertorm the work or Lab our in which he or fhe thal be fo employ- 
ei, oF Qhull be directed to do by ihe governor, every fuch perloa hall 
fe punithed, by confinement, or alteration of diet, in fuch manner as 
the governor Mill direct; and for a fecond offence of the like fort, 
comp’ pnt thereof fhall be made to fome Juftice of the Peace for the 
Timit, who, en convidion, thull commit fach perfon to the houfe of 
« rredlivn, for any time not exceeding two calendar months, nor lefs 
than one calendar month. 

a, Vhat the Apartments im the fuid houfe fhall be adapted fo a3 to accom= 
medate the Poor who fh be fent thither, in the beft manner they are 
copable. ‘Tat the governor fhall piace in the beft apartments, fuch 
poor jerfons, who, having been creditable lroufe-k epers, are reduced 
by misfortune, in prefirence to thofe who are become poor by vice 
and idlenefS; and that {parate apartments fhall be provided for the re- 
coption of the fick and diltempered poor, and an apothecary or furgeon 
to be (ent for to attend them, when there thall appear neceffity for it. 

4, That foch poor perfons, whorare able to work, thall be called up by 
ring of bell, and“fet’ to work by fix in the morning from Lady-duy 
to Michaelmas, and by eight from Michselmas to Lady-day, and 
continued until four in the afteraoon fiom Michaelmas to Luly-day, 
and from Lady-day to MichacImas till fix in the afternoon, (meal-times, 
and times for reafonable recreation, excepted): and if any fuch poor 
perfon hall refule, or negle& to do (uch work as fhall be allotted 
him or her, or wilfully {poil the fame, or depart from fuch houle with- 
out leave from the governor ; or fhall be guilty of lying, fwearing, or 
any diforder, or difobedience to thele rules and orders, the governor 
Shall reprove fuch perfon for the fame, and punith him or her, by con 
inement, or alteration of diet, as the faid governor fhall think fit ; 
and if fu h perfon fhall be guilty of the like offence a fecond time, 
‘the governor fhall complain thereof to the vifitor of fuch houfe, who 
is amhorifed to order the punifhment of confinement to be increafed 
to fuch degree as he thall think fit; and the oames of fuch offenders,

together with the offences which they may have committed, fhall, 
from time to time, be entered in a book, and laid before the vifitor 
and guardians, 

§, That the governor thal! lay an account of the goods manufactured at 
the faid poor-houfe before the gaurdians at their monthly meeting, 
and before the vifitor whenever he comes to fuch houfe. 

6, That the governor thall vilit the feveral perfons maintained in the faid 
houfe, and their apartments, once at leaft in every day, and fhall fee 
that the fires and candles are put out at the hours fixed for fuch per- 
fons going to bed, which fhall be at eight of the clock between 
Michaelmas and Lady-day, and nine between Lady-day and 
Micuaelmas; and that fuch poor perfons fhall breakfatt at cight 
o'clock, dine at one o'clock, and fup at feven o'clock, every day ; 
and that prayers fhall be read in the dining-room, at half an hour after 
eight o'clock in the morning, and at half an hour after {even o'clock 
in the evening, every day, according to a form to be ordered by the 
vifitor and guardians, 

7, That when any perfon fhall die in the faid houfe, the governor fhall 
take care that the body of fuch perfon be immediately removed into 
fome feparate apartment, and be decently buried as foon as conve» 
nicatly may be, ‘ 

8, That no poor perfon be permitted to go outeof the faid poor-houfe, 
nor any perfon be permitted to come into fuch houfe, except the per= 
fons maintained and employed there, without the permiffion of the 
governor; and that no fpirituous liquors be permitted to be drank in 
fuch houfe, and that no other liquors fhall be brought thither, with- 
out the permiffion of the faid governor. 

9, That the rules, orders, and bye-laws, hall be publicly read by the 
governor, to all the poor perfons kept in fuch houfe, once at lealt in 
every month. 

10, That all the poor perfons able to go to church, thall attend divine fer~ 
vice, every Sunday. 

11, That the Governor thall difmifé from the faid houfe, every perfon who 
Shall, in the opinion of the guardian or guardians, be thought impro- 
per to continue longer there, and upon an order from fuch guar 
dian or guardians for that purpofe.

THE parith of Walton contains 280 houles ; of which, 158 are rated to 
the window-tax, and 122 are exempted. ‘The inhabitants are chiefly 
employed in agriculture. Before the wat, labourers received 8. a week,” 
in winter; and 9s, a week, in fummer: at prefent, they are paid gs. a 
week, in winter; and from 18s. to 12s. a week, in fummer. In hay and 
corn harvelt, wages, by thé day, are from 2s, to 3s.; reaping an acre of 
wheat, 108. ; and mowing an acre of grafs, 3s. 6d, ; women, employed 
as weeders, earn 18. a day. 

‘The rent of land is about £2. an acre, for meadow land; £1. 108, for 
inclofed arable land; and £1. for common-field land. The land-tax is 
18. 34d in the pound onthe net rental, and produces £547. 25. 24d. Tithes 
are moflly taken in compolition, There area few Methodifts in the parifh. 
Farms vary from £10. to £275. 2 year; but are generally from £50. to 
£100. a year, There are about 4000 acres of common. The extent of 
the pari(l is about ¢ miles by 2, or 400 acres. In confequence of en- 
croachments on the common, about 40 or sosacres have been enclofed, 
within the laft 40 yeara. 

‘There are  ale-houles in the parith; and two Friendly Societies; of 
which, one contains 56; and the other, 71 members. The former has had 
its rules confirmed by the magiftrates: the other has been eftablithed 
only half a year. 

‘The Poor are maintained by a contractor, who receives £500, a year, 
‘The parith pays county-rates, militia-men’s families, and expence of raif- 
ing men for the Navy. The contractor keeps the Poor in a poor-honfe: 
there are ufiually about 7o or 75 inmates in winter, and about 45 in 
fummer, They generally have meat for dinner, and bread and broth for 
fupper and breakfaft.

There have been great difputes in this parith, relative to the admini-+ 
firation of parochial concerns. A very refpeétable committee, appointed 
\ by the parithioners, about four years ago, to manage the affairs of the 
, parilh, ftated, in a printed paper, that, in the courfe of a few years, the 
expenditure in the article of Poor's Rate, only, had increafed from £400. 
to £836, a year. In order to find employment for the Poor, who are 
very numerous, they diftributed {pioning wlicels among the women and 
childrea ; but {pinning is now wholly laid afide, and the management of 
the parith is now in the hands of the oppofite party. 

According to a new valuation, which the committee cauled to be madg, 
of all the houfes and lands in the parith, the rental was found to be £8276. 
I fabjoin their comparative view of the old and new valuation: it clearly 
demonfirates, that land-taxes, whatever their merit in other refpects may 
be, muft ever, in the progrefs of improvement, become very unequal and 
partial,

THE puith of Chailey is fituated on the London road, about 14 miles 
from Eaft Grinftead, and 6 from Lewes: it is 6 miles in length, but very 
naniow, being in fome parts not more than half a mile wide. 

Ghoufes ae rated to the houfe-tax: 57 pay the window-taa: 47 
are inhabited by Paupers, and are exempted from the window-duty: of 
thef, 11 are double tenements; fo that, in the whole, 58 tenements are 
exempted. The inhabitants, (in number about 500,) are chiefly engaged 
in agriculture: a few are employed in a fmall pottery ; and a confiderable 
quantity of bricks and tiles is made here. Diffenters, of which there are 
but few in the parith, are moftly Methodiits and Baptifts. 

The prices of provifions are: butcher's meat, from 5d to 6d, the pound; 
and fat hogs, from 4%. 3d. to 4s, 6d. the tone: the price of fith is very 
variable, 

Since the advance in the price of provifions, the wages of day-labourers 
‘thave been increafed from 14d. to 18d. in winter; and from 16d. to 28. 
in fummer: but reaping, mowing, hedging, and cutting wood, and other 
agricultural work, is generally done by the piece. 

The average rent of Jand is about ten Shillings an acre: fome land is 
worth lefs, and fome confiderably more. The Jand-tax is about as. 8d. 
in the pound. ‘Tithes are paid by compofition, and fet at 4s, in the pound. 
‘Underwood, in this county, is exempted from paying tithe. Farms 
are from £20. to£100, a year: few are larger: they are chiefly Jet on 
Jeafes of 14 years. The principal articles of produce are wheat, and oats ; 
fome peale and barley are grown. A large portion of the parifh is in grals, 
for the breeding of ncat cattle, and for dairies, Oxen, as well as horfes, 
are ufed in teams, and at the plough. There are feveral wood-lands: the 
timber is chiefly oak, and much attended to and preferved. The com- 
mons and wafte Jands, which are interfperfed in various parts of the parith, 
are eftimated at 1000 acres‘ ; but few acres have been enclofed within the 
Ta go years. 

+ To thefe catenfive commons, on winch the Poor have flocks and herds, Arthur Young,

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‘There are two ale-houfes in the parifh; and one Friendly Society, 
which is not confined to the inhabitants of this parith: the fubfiription 
is one shilling a month: the rules of the Society have been confirined by 
the magiftrates. 

The principal diet of labourers is wheaten bread : feveral fatten a pig 
once a year: a few brew their own beer; but, fince the advance in the 
piice of malt, both the brewing and confumption of beer have been 
much difvontinued ; and tca and fpirite have been very generally fubiti- 
tuted. Irom the nearnefs of moft parts of this county to the cnalt, no 
part of the county being aboye 25 miles diftant from the fea, fmugglers 

are enabled to fell thefe deleterious articles at a very reduced price. 

The Poor in the parith work-houfe gencrally amount to 35 or 40: they 
are chiefly aged and infirm perfons, and orphan or deieited childien. 
Several penfioners have weekly allowances; and many fumilies‘receive 
occafional relief, Labourers, who have three or more children, ar¢ ufually 
allowed 40s. a year, for houfe rent, by the parith ; and, {ince the dearth of 
corn took place, they have received, every sow and then, a gallon of 
flour for each child, at 10d. a gallon, the overplus being paid by the 
parith, : 

In the year 1776, the expences for the Poor amounted to £323. tf. 5d." 

The following table, drawn up fér the infpegtion of Government in 
1786, exhibits the number of, and expences for, the Poor, in the years 
1753, 1784, and 1785." Since that period, the annual expenditure of che 
parith has gradually increafed ; and, in the year 179%, in confequence of 
the high price of corn, and other neceflarics of life, the Rates were ad- 
vanced gs. qd. in the pound on the net rent,

PEASMARSH. 


THE parith of Peafmarfh, which is fiuated oa the London roail, about 
4 miles from Rye, extends from eaft ro welt about 2 miles, and fiom 
nonh to fouth 4 miles, It contains about 100 families (moflly of the 
Eftablifhed Chuich,) and from 809 tp goo inhabitants, who are all entirely 
agricultural, There is one public-houfe in the*village ; and a few finall 
hops, which have been all opened within the laf ten years. 

Day-lubourers reccive from 18. 6d. to 15. 8d. a day, for ordinary work; 
as. in hay-time; and 28, 6d, in harvelt; work, however, is ufasliy done 
by the piece, 

The land-tax produces £261, 198. 8d. The great tities are com- 
pounded for, at 7s, an acre, for wheat; 58. for fyning corn; and 12s. for 
hops: 18. od. in the pound is paid in heu of vicarial tthe. 

"Phere are 2t Paupers, (of whom 14 are children,) in the poor hou'e : 
17 families receive weekly pay; and about 5 or G have occafional relief, 
‘There is no manufacture, nor employment of any kiad, carried on in the 
poor-houfe, 

‘The parith allowances to out-poor amount, at prefent, to £2. 48. a 
week. Certificates are rarely granted, Removals feldom occur. 

‘There is a {mall charity, of 408, a year, in this parifh.

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The parith expect that a labourer will maintain himfelf and three chil- 
dren. for all above three, they ufually allow 1s, a week. A man with 
thice chiklnen, (the youngelt 6 ycars old,) can earn £ 3. above his or- 
dinary wages, every hop-fealon. 

‘The number of cottages has more than doubled within the laft 20 
years. 

There is no Friendly Society in the parith, 

The Commutation A@ put a ftop to fmuggling, which was formeily

WINCHELSEA. 


THE parith of Winchelfea principally confifts of the fimalt borough 
of the fame name, which is fituated about 3 miles from Rye, and half a 
mile from the fea: it is interfeCted by feveral other parifhes; but it's 
greateft length is fuppofed to be two miles, and greateft breadth about 
three quarters of a mile. The population amounts to about 100 families, 
containing each, on an average, 54 perfons. Theinhabitants, at prefent, 
are entirely agricultural: a cambric manufsétory once exifted in the 
parith, but bas been abandoned for feveral ycats.

There are fome Methodifts, and a very few Baptifts, in the parith, 

The number of Poor in the parifh poor-houle ia 15, of whom 8 are 
children : the houfe is a very finall one’ no regular work is carried on 
within ; but a few paupers occafionally,earn a little, from driving the 
plough, wetching new-fown fields, &c. The whole of their earnings 
docs not exceed £10. a year. Of 55 out-poor, half are adults, (chiefly 
old and infirm,\ and half under 15 years of age. The parith pays feveral 
houfe-rents, amounting altogether to about £30. a year. Till lately the 
Poor were farmed for about £200. a year, exclulive of feveral incidental 
expences. 

The Poor are moftly from the clafe of labourers: fome few were ap- 
prentices in the cambric manufadtory. Sicknefs, age, infirmities, nu- 
merous families, and the high price of provifions, are the ufual caules, that 
throw them on the parifh. It 4s much to be regretted, that no Friendly 
Society has been eftablifhed in this parifh. 

Certificates are feldom granted: removals, whenever they octur, (which 
je not often,) are very expenfive. 

There are no eftablithed charities, befides the Poor’s Rate.

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ALCESTER 


In the parith of Alcefter, the Poor are relieved, at their own Lovfes, avlong 
as they can be fatisfied with 18. 6d. a week, each: when that is not fufficient, 
they are taken into the work-houfe, which was eftablifhed in the year 
1774. Prior to that period, the Poor were maiutained at the expence 
of 13 fixpenny levies, annually, or about 6s. 6d. in the pound, which 
raifed about £530’. ‘The affeflments have becn reduced to 9 levies; fo 
that there has becn effeéted a faving of 2s. in the pound, The amount 
of money, paid weekly, in fums not exceeding 1s. 6d. is, upon the ave- 
rage, £ §. This appears to be a very heavy expence for out-poor, in a 
parith, whofe population, from the belt account | can get, does not cx~ 
ceed 1000 inhabitants. 

‘The average number of Poor in the houfe, during the lalt 5 years, 
was 25, confifting chiefly of infirm old people, and very young childien, 
‘They are principally employed in carding, and fpinning ; but their earn- 
ings are too inconfiderable to make any alteration in the general expence 
of the houle. The diet is extremely good ; hot-meat dinners three times 
a week, with good {mall beer; the other days cold meat, if any left, 
with bread and cheefe; broth for breakfaft; and bread and cheefe for fup~ 
per, except on meat days, May, 1796.
